Proposed changes 
could allow more taxis 
during peak hours

Anyone who was downtown late 
Saturday night during a ferocious 
downpour knows what a feat it is 
to get a cab in Halifax on weekend 
nights. 

Deputy Mayor Steve Adams, 
chairman of the Taxi and Limou¬ 
sine Association, will table an 
amendment to the city's taxi and 
limousine regulation bylaw at city 
council tomorrow night and he 
hopes it will appease cab drivers 
who don't want regulations lifted 
and customers who end up 
stranded after a night out. 

Currently, taxi drivers in HRM 
are restricted to particular zones. 

Adams will ask council tomor- 


taxi districts 

There are 610 licensed cabs in 
downtown Halifax while other 
districts, such as Dartmouth and 
Sackville, have their own speci¬ 
fied number of licensed taxis. 


row to leave the district limits the 
way they are, but lift them during 
peak hours between 11 p.m. and 3 
a.m. on Friday and Saturday 
nights. 

'Allow cars from Dartmouth and 
the county to work downtown," he 
said. "That would add about 400 
more cars." 

Nadine Burke, a dispatcher for 
Bob's and Blue Bell Taxi in Dart¬ 
mouth, said this would pose a 
problem for Dartmouth. 

If all the Bob's cars head to Hal¬ 
ifax during peak hours, Dartmouth 
customers will be left stranded, 
she said. 

Darrell Downey, president of the 


Taxi and Limousine Association of 
Halifax, said lifting regulations 
would negatively impact Halifax 


drivers. 

"It's like any other business; if 
there's an influx of people ... it 


takes away from the ones that are 
already working there," he said.

Escaped prisoner apprehended at Niagara Falls hotel 


Jermaine Carvery fled 
from custody in the 
parking lot of the VG

The manager of a Niagara Falls hotel 
was shocked when he discovered last 
Thursday that escaped prisoner Jer¬ 
maine Carvery was one of his guests. 

"It's amazing who was here; I read 
it on the Internet and thought, 


'Whoa! Not the most friendly guy to 
have as your guest,'" said Paul Kyle, 
manager of the Best Western Cairn 
Croft in Niagara Falls. 

The 30-year-old dangerous of¬ 
fender who escaped custody in Hali¬ 
fax April 3 was picked up by Toronto 
police last Thursday around 10:30 
p.m. at the Lundy's Lane hotel. 

Kyle said he'd been a guest for a 
couple days and no one on staff knew 
the man was a problem until police 
called and told them they were on 
their way to make an arrest.

Sgt. Shawn Dowd with the Niag¬ 
ara Regional Police said Carvery was 
arrested without incident. 

"He was taken to Toronto for out¬ 
standing charges in their district," 
Dowd said. 

A woman accompanying him was 


also arrested at the scene, Dowd said. 

On May 24, two masked men and 
one woman attempted to rob the 
Chanel boutique on Bloor Street in 
Toronto. One man was arrested and 
the other man and woman got away 
Police have charged Carvery and his 
cousin, 18-year-old Jerome Carvery, 
and 30-year-old Anne Marie Dixon 
with the attempted heist. 

Justice Department spokes¬ 
woman Sherri Aikenhead said yes¬ 
terday Justice Minister Cecil Clarke 
was relieved to hear the news of 


Carvery's arrest. 

"He was very pleased to see him 
back in custody," Aikenhead said. 

The department has taken some 
heat over the last two months after 
Carvery eluded prison guards in the 
parking lot of Victoria General hospi¬ 
tal while on a transfer for minor day 
suigery. 

He was on remand at the Central 
Nova Scotia Correctional Facility in 
Burnside, facing a number of robbery 
related charges including attempted 
murder.

City help sought 
as gas prices soar

Taxi drivers in HRM will re¬ 
quest a fare increase at coun¬ 
cil tomorrow night, saying 


it's necessary to keep them 
afloat while gas prices con¬ 
tinue to soar. 

"You can only bite the bullet 
for so long," said Halifax Taxi 
and Limousine Association 
President Darrell Downey 

Cab fares in metro start at 
$3 and Downey said from 


there it's about $1.50 a kilo¬ 
metre after that. 

He said there are two possi¬ 
ble routes council could take 
on the issue: A price hike or a 
fuel surcharge added to fares. 

With a fuel surcharge, he 
said, the price would fluctu¬ 
ate according to the market. 


Deputy Mayor Steve Adams, 
chairman of the taxi associa¬ 
tion, said it would make more 
sense for the city to commit to 
an annual taxi fare increase 
than to follow the market. 

"It's extremely dangerous 
to tie any type of increase to 
a variable over which you 


have no control," he said. 

He said a gradual increase 
of maybe 10 or 20 cents a 
year makes more sense. 

But Downey said with gas 
prices creeping ever closer to 
$ 1.40 a litre, taxi drivers need 
to see some compensation. 

"The bills have to be paid, 


the cars have to be main¬ 
tained," he said. 

When world flour prices 
were on the rise, bakeries 
raised prices on baked goods, 
he said. And it should work 
the same way for taxi drivers 
and fuel prices.

Inter-govemment co-opera¬ 
tion is great and all, but Mark 
Butler said he'd rather see ac¬ 
tion. 

The policy director of the 
Ecology Action Centre was 
happy to see $4 million for 
the weather station on Sable 
Island, but not as thrilled 
with the announcement the 
feds will co-operate better 
with the provinces. 

"One would have assumed 
perhaps that they were al¬ 
ready co-operating and (fed¬ 
eral Environment Minister 
John Baird) would announce 
something of greater sub¬ 
stance." 

Baird held a news confer¬ 


ence in Wolfville on Friday. 
Sable Island's weather station 
has enough money for another 
five years, and $ 1 million will 
be spent to designate the is¬ 
land a national wildlife area. 

He also unveiled a memo¬ 
randum of understanding for 
greater environmental coop¬ 
eration with the Atlantic 
provinces. 

Environment Minister 
Mark Parent said the co-ordi¬ 
nated Atlantic approach means 
it will be easier for the 
provinces to access federal 
money for the environment. 

"It will mean enhanced 
protection of the environment 
and ability to access federal 
funding," he said Friday fol¬ 
lowing the announcement. 

But to the public it feels 
like a non-announcement, 
Butler said. He'd rather see 
the federal government reg¬ 
ulate emissions and support 
a shift to greener energy.

3 dead 
after Hwy. 
103 crash

Three people are dead after a 
head-on crash on Highway 
103, two kilometres west of 
Exit 5 at Tantallon. 

Cpl. Joe Thplin of the RCMP 
wouldn't release the names or 
ages of the victims last night. 

A fourth person, with se¬ 
rious injuries, was rushed to 
the QEII hospital on a Life 
Flight helicopter. 

"We're investigating that 
one of the vehicles crossed 
the centre line onto the path 
way of the other vehicle," 
Taplin said. 

Both vehicles had two oc¬ 
cupants each. 

"The RCMP reconstruc¬ 
tion analyst is on scene right 
now," he said, in a phone in¬ 
terview. 

The highway was closed 
down soon after the crash at 
5:42 p.m. and Thplin said he 
expected the highway to re¬ 
main closed until midnight. 

Nearly a year ago, a crash 
on the same highway near 
Blockhouse killed five people 
— four on motorcycles, and 
a young mother in a car.

Man who fled to B.C. doesn't escape sentence 


A Truro man who fled to 
B.C. for a year to escape his 
sentencing for assault will 
spend the next eight months 
behind bars. 

In a decision last week, 
Nova Scotia Supreme Court 
Justice Jamie Campbell 
ruled Gregory Ross Withrow 
couldn't be trusted with a 
conditional sentence, despite 


the fact that he turned him¬ 
self in willingly in January 
and hasn't been in trouble 
since. 

"People do stupid things. 
That is a fact of life," Camp¬ 
bell wrote, but said he could¬ 
n't give the 34-year-old 
another chance at freedom. 

On March 26, 2005, Greg 
Withrow punched a man 


named Angus Withrow — no 
relation — and broke his 
false teeth, then tried to drag 
him out of the house and 
punched him repeatedly 
while he was down. 

He pleaded guilty to assault 
causing bodily harm, but fled 
to B.C. before his April 13, 
2006 sentencing date. 

He returned to Nova Sco¬ 


tia and turned himself in 
Jan. 2, 2008. While awaiting 
trial, he held a job and lived 
by his court-ordered release 
conditions. 

Greg Withrow will serve a 
year's probation after his jail 
term. He'll also have to pay 
Angus Withrow $870 to re¬ 
place his broken false teeth.

All six will appear in Port 
Hawkesbury provincial 
court today. 

Meanwhile, a 17-year-old 
male, of no fixed address, is 
also facing charges of assault, 
break, enter and theft and re¬ 
sisting arrest. 

According to police, Rori¬ 
son was attacked in his In¬ 
verness, Central Avenue 
home in the early morning 


hours of Sunday by four or 
five males who broke in. The 
culprits made off with cash 
and liquor. Although badly 
beaten, Rorison declined to 
seek medical attention until 
the following day. He was 
admitted to the Inverness 
Consolidated Memorial Hos¬ 
pital where he later died as a 
result of internal injuries. 

The retired coal miner is 
survived by two sons, a 
brother and two sisters.

Man acquitted 
of harassing 
meteorologist 


Judge not certain 
e-mail threat was 
sent from accused

A judge acquitted Wade 
Christopher White of threat¬ 
ening and harassing popular 
TV meteorologist Cindy Day 
Friday. 

Provincial court judge 
Michael Sherar said he's sus¬ 
picious, but not convinced 
beyond a reasonable doubt 
that the e-mail address, from 
which a threatening letter 
was sent to the Day at CTV 
last October, belonged to 
White. 

The e-mail was sent from 
Wade WhiteDay @hotmail. co 
m and was signed "love al¬ 
ways, Wade," the court 
heard. 

A computer forensics po¬ 
lice officer testified the origin 
of the e-mail is inconclusive. 

The e-mail began with 
"How I long to feel your em¬ 
brace. I've missed the time 
we shared together, the hot 
sex, the vacation time we 


spent together," the court 
heard. 

Then it turned violent, 
with the author accusing 
Day of cheating on him with 
her husband. Day is not mar¬ 
ried. 

"If I see you with him 
again I am going to kill him 
right in front of you. I will 
make sure you suffer, but not 
like I will make him suffer," 
the message said. 

The writer threatened to 
kill her on live television, 
then take his own life. 

Leading up to the threat¬ 
ening e-mail, Day had also 
received a decorative crystal 
piano, two love poems, a col¬ 
lage of photos of her sur¬ 
rounded by black roses and 
greeting cards with dimes 
taped inside. White, who 
was being held at the East 
Coast Forensic Hospital, be¬ 
came a free man Friday. 
Sherar ordered White to have 
no communication with Day 
for a year. CTV news director 
Jay Witherbee said he's been 
worried about Day since the 
incidents and hopes she feels 
safer.

New poll finds 
surprising ideals 
on immigration 

Canadians' vision of them¬ 
selves as hospitable to people 
fleeing persecution else¬ 
where doesn't entirely hold 
up, a poll for a prestigious 
think-tank says. 

While Canadians cham¬ 
pion the idea of allowing 
skilled workers or separated 
family members into the 
country, they are less enthu¬ 
siastic about refugees, con¬ 
cludes the poll by Nanos 
Research in for the June 
issue of Policy Options maga¬ 


zine, published by the Mon¬ 
treal-based Institute for Re¬ 
search on Public Policy. 

"What it's telling us is 
there's a disconnect between 
our self-image of welcoming 
immigrants and how we ac¬ 
tually act," said Nik Nanos, 
president of the polling firm. 
"We think we have open 
arms for people from places 
that are very dangerous, but 


practicality kicks in when 
they get here." 

The poll asked people 
whether three factors should 
be considered important 
when selecting immigrants. 
Across Canada, 68.2 per cent 
chose job skills, 58.8 per cent 
said family reunification and 
only 40.1 per cent picked 
refugee status.

The man drove a rental 
truck into a crowd of pedestri¬ 
ans at lunchtime and then 
walked down the street knif¬ 
ing passers-by in Akihabara 
district, known for its discount 
electronics and maid cafes.

Witnesses said the ram¬ 
page was stopped when a 
policeman armed with a 
gun confronted the man, 
who NHK television said 
was shouting as he cut 
down his victims. 


"I came to Akihabara to kill 
people," Kyodo news agency 
quoted the attacker as telling 
police. "I am tired of the 
world. Anyone was OK. I 
came alone." 

A Tokyo police spokesman 
said at least seven people had 


been killed and 12 wounded. 

"The man jumped on top of 
a man he had hit with his ve¬ 
hicle and stabbed him with a 
knife many times," Kyodo 
quoted a 19-year-old witness 
as saying. "Walking toward 
Akihabara Station, he slashed 
nearby people at random." 

The dead were six men 
aged 19 to 74 and a 21-year- 
old woman, the news agency 
said. The police said a man 
had been arrested, and televi¬ 
sion stations showed a slight, 
blood-splattered 25-year-old 
being herded into a police car.

Earthquake kills 
two in Greece 


Tremor injures 
125, dozens of 
homes damaged 

An earthquake struck south¬ 
ern Greece yesterday, killing 
two villagers, injuring 125 
people and damaging dozens 
of homes, authorities said. 

Panicked residents ran 
into the streets and some 
jumped from balconies when 
the quake, measuring 6.5 on 
the Richter scale, struck at 
3:25 p.m. local time, 54 km 
south of the western port 
city of Patras. 

The village of Kato Achaia, 
near the epicentre, appeared 


to be hardest hit by the 
tremor, which was felt as far 
away as Italy. 

One man was found dead 
under a collapsed wall and 
an 80-year-old woman from 
a nearby village died in hos¬ 
pital of a heart attack after 
being injured. 

A Reuters witness said 
about half a dozen old houses 
at the entrance of the village 
had collapsed and one 
church had visible damage. 

Aftershocks were continu¬ 
ing, with many residents in 
the region set to spend the 
night outdoors and in cars, 
too scared to return to their 
residences. reuters

CELTICS 108 LAKERS 102 


In what had been a blowout 
with under eight minutes re¬ 
maining, the Boston Celtics 
denied the Los Angeles Lak¬ 
ers one of the most incredible 
comebacks in playoff history, 
holding on for a 108-102 win 
last night in Game 2 of the 
NBA Finals. 

Paul Pierce showed little 
effects of a knee injury, scor¬ 
ing 28 points, including hit¬ 
ting two big free throws in 
the final minute for the 
Celtics, who nearly blew a 
24-point lead in the fourth, 
but moved to 12 -1 at home in 
the playoffs and are halfway 
to their first championship 
since 1986. 

Pierce, who was carried off 
the court with a sprained 
right knee in the third quar¬ 


ter of Thursday's opener be¬ 
fore coming back to lead the 
Celtics to a 98-88 win, shot 9- 
of-16 from the field and had 
eight assists. 

Leon Powe led a spirited 
effort from Boston's bench 
with a playoff career-best 21 
points. Powe, who came into 
the game averaging 4.6 
points in the playoffs, went 


6-of-7 from the floor and 9- 
of-13 at the foul line. 

Kevin Garnett totaled 17 
points and 14 rebounds in the 
win, while Ray Allen had 17 
points and Rajon Rondo fin¬ 
ished with 16 assists for 
Boston. 

Kobe Bryant had 21 of his 
30 points in the second half 
for the Lakers, who also got 


17 points and 10 rebounds 
from Pau Gasol. Vladimir 
Radmanovic had 13 points 
and 10 boards. 

Game 3 is tomorrow at the 
Staples Center, where the 
Lakers have dominated in the 
postseason. The Lakers have 
won 14 straight home games, 
including eight in a row in 
the playoffs. 

Garnett's jumper provided 
Boston with its largest lead at 
95-71 with 7:55 remaining, 
but the Lakers rallied by 
using a 31-9 run. 

Bryant's two free throws 
cut the deficit to 104-102 
with 38.4 seconds left, but 
Pierce drove to the lane and 
was fouled by Derek Fisher. 
Two foul shots later it was 
106-102 with 22.8 seconds to 

go. 

Pierce then blocked a 
three-point try from Sasha 
Vujacic, and James Posey 
canned two more at the foul 
line with 12.6 seconds left.

Avoiding basic resume slip-ups 


Don't give hiring 
managers reasons to 
ditch your application

W hen applying for a job, do 
not list your mother as a ref¬ 
erence — even if you put her 
maiden name, and claim you 
worked for her in a cafe, just don't 
do it. And for heaven's sake, run 
your spell-checker. 

Such mistakes are among the 
many reasons employers may move 
a resume from an "interview" pile 
to the garbage can, say Tracey Mac- 
Charles and Sean McKenna at Focus 
Recruitment in Dartmouth. 

"I've seen resumes that have 
come to me that are written to an¬ 
other company," says McKenna. 

Keep in mind that your applica¬ 
tion has only 30 seconds to catch the 
eye of a hiring manager. A top-notch

resume can not only land you an in¬ 
terview, but can also pave the way 
for a higher salary. A clean, tailor- 
made document of one or two pages 
is key, as is aiming well: A few cus¬ 
tom-made resumes will hit more 
targets than dozens machine- 
gunned into the job market. 


MacCharles likes to see bullet 
points and eye-catching numerals 
used to highlight an applicant's ac¬ 
complishments. Put your best bul¬ 
let last, she advises, "Because if you 
just scan (the application), the last 
point will catch your eye." 

On your employment record, use 


resume pointers 

Use 12-point font and keep it 
consistent. 

Use black ink on white paper. 

Run your spell-checker, then 
look for errors the software may 
not have caught, such as mixing 
up “there" and “their.” 

Put your name and details at 
the top of every page. 


both months and years to indicate 
the duration of prior jobs — listing 
years alone makes it look like you're 
trying to hide something. 

And if you do want to hide a 
patchy era in your working life, 
MacCharles suggests using a differ¬ 
ent strategy. "If you're covering it 
up, you might want to do a skills re¬ 
sume rather than listing 20 jobs," 
she says. Highlight what the job 
you're applying for requires, and 
how your skills meet those needs. 

Testimonials are good, too, but at¬ 
tribute a quote to a specific person 


to add weight. "If you have any (tes¬ 
timonials) in whatsoever, you 
shouldn't be ashamed to drop that 
name," says McKenna. A cover let¬ 
ter can be a good place to do that. 

Some companies use "straining 
tools" to weed out applicants. "If 
there are key words that they're 
looking for that aren't in your re¬ 
sume, you don't even get past the 
gatekeeper," says McKenna. Repeat 
the words used in the job posting. 

And supply an active, grown-up 
e-mail address. McKenna recalls 
one client who was baffled by the 
lack of response to her job applica¬ 
tions and had never considered that 
her e-mail user name, "toosexygirl," 
might have been a factor. 

So set up a gmail or eastlink ac¬ 
count using only your name. 
McKenna says Hotmail and Yahoo 
addresses appear unprofessional, 
and a lot of employers won't even 
open applications sent from such 
accounts. 


Ruling should make firms think 
about anti-discrimination policies 


T his is the tale of Ali 
Tahmoupour, who 
claimed discrimina¬ 
tion cost him his job. He 
took on the RCMP in a 
seven-year battle — and 
won. 

Chasing his 
lifelong 
dream to be¬ 
come a police 
officer, the 
Muslim Canadian man en¬ 
tered the RCMP training 
academy in Regina. He 
claimed he was discrimi¬ 
nated against as a Muslim 
and Iranian from the start, 
stating he was ridiculed for 
wearing a religious pen¬ 
dant and his instructor 
was verbally abusive, di¬ 
recting significantly more 
attention to him than to 
others. He argued condi¬ 
tions for visible minorities 
made it more difficult to 
complete the training. 

Part way through the 
training, Tahmoupour re¬ 
ceived a poor performance 
evaluation and was given 
one month to improve. One 
day before the deadline, two 
instructors prompted the 


termination of his training 
contract. They said he 
hadn’t shown any improve¬ 
ment and would receive an¬ 
other negative evaluation 
the next day. 


rately repre¬ 
sent his performance, and 
that discrimination created 
an environment where he 
couldn’t properly perform. 
He launched a complaint of 
discrimination, which went 
to a hearing at the Cana¬ 
dian Human Rights Tribu¬ 
nal. 

The tribunal found in¬ 
structors had treated Tah¬ 
moupour differently and 
had tried to distinguish him 
from other cadets based on 
his Muslim background. 
While some aspects of Tah- 
moupour’s performance 
were objectively poor, the 
tribunal found that, in part, 
it was due to the environ¬ 
ment. Ruling that “there is 
a serious possibility that 
had the discrimination not 


occurred, Mr. Tahmoupour 
would have successfully 
completed the training,” 
the tribunal ordered the 
RCMP to offer him reinstate¬ 
ment to the academy, salary 
for a two-year period follow¬ 
ing his termination, the dif¬ 
ference between what his 
RCMP salary would have 
been and what he would 
have made in an average 
job, and damages for pain 
and suffering. The total 
award is estimated at over 
$ 500 , 000 . Imagine what the 
damage award would be for 
an employee who earned, 
say, $ 100,000 a year. 

This case highlights the 
broad remedial measures 
such tribunals can order 
where discrimination is 
found. Given that, employ¬ 
ers ought to consider intro¬ 
ducing zero-tolerance 
policies on discrimination 
or harassment and offering 
a straightforward, reprisal- 
free, complaints process for 
their employees.
